Dairymen 
are useing Registered Brahman 
bulls from which they obtain fast» | 
growing hybrid calves as a result | 
of their use with good dairy cows.” 

The sale will be held at the Mayo | 
Livestock Pavilion at the Ever- 
glades Experiment ` Station two | 
miles east of Belle Glade. It will be 
the first time any purebred live- 
stock sale has been held in the 
$40,000.00 pavilion, built two years 
ago by the Florida Department of 
Agriculture for agricultural 
events.

TALLAHASSEE—Inner lines of 
the Warren administration held 
fast in the face of strong’ palace 
guard attack and at last reports, 
Fuller Warren ‘as governor was 
keeping his organization intact. C. 
V. Griffin, wealthy Lake county 
citrus grower, had broken public- 
ly with Warren, was trying by a 
Sweeping publicity attack to un- 
dermine the man he hélped ‘make
